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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art alone or in combination teaches or suggest "said indicating unit includes at 
least two light emitting diodes, each thereof emits light of a color different from each 
other, and said display control signal generating unit controls on/off states and blinking 
patterns of said light emitting diodes by turning on one light emitting diode which emits 
light of color corresponding to said selected communication channel, and blinks said 
turned on light emitting diode a cycle corresponding to the selected communication 
mode". 

None of the prior art alone or in combination teaches or suggest "said indicating 
unit includes a liquid crystal display panel displaying at least two alpha-numerals, and 
said display control signal generating unit controls said liquid crystal display panel so 
that one alpha-numeral shows said selected communication channel, and the other 
alpha-numeral shows said selected communication mode".
